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One Cause of Discontent. 


At (he commencement exercises of the University of Maine 


Vice President Marshall delivered an address, one part of 
which might lead the unreflecting to the belief that the work- 
ingman is not faring as well today as he did more than half a 
century ago. Mr. Marshall said that in 1850 the wealth created 
by capital and labor went one-fourth to labor and three-fourths 
to capital, while at present less than one-fifth goes to labor and 
more than four-fifths to capital. 


On their face these figures have a bad look, and the vice 


president is of the opinion that the change has much to do with 
the present unrest and discontent. 
But if the condition of 


labor today is compared to that of 60 years ago little will be 
found to justify the discontent that plainly exists. There 
must be other causes. 


At the time when labor was receiving one-fourth of the 


wealth created by capital and labor, 5o cents or a bushel of 
corn was the price of a day's work of from 12 to M hours on 
a farm, and labor along oilier lines was paid in proportion. 
Good carpenters used to work al thai time for $1.25 a day, 
and (he eight-hour day had not been dreamed of. 


It is unnecessary to speak of wages on Hie farm and in the 


trades today. All know what they are, and with this mighty 
increase in wages has come \vhal would once have been con- 
sidered a fabulous reduction of working time. Possibly statis- 
tics may show thai the fruits of industry are not divided in 
the same proportion as they were in the old days, but how 
many workingmen would be willing to exchange the condi- 
tions of the preseiii for those of the past? 
How does their 


scale of living now compare with that of 60 years ago? 


Today the homes of most workingmen are well furnished 


and pianos and other luxuries are to be found in many of 
them. They and their families dress bcller and live belter 
than ever before in (he hislory of (his or any other country, 
and this on not much more Ihan half the work Ihat formerly 
had to be done in a day. 


That there is unrest and discontent is beyond question, but 


it is not-because the working people are not better off than 
ever before. A more reasonable explanation is to be found in 
(he old and truthful saying, "The more we have the more we 
want." We have become so used to comforts, and even to 
luxuries, that we arc like spoiled children, a truth that is illus- 
trated in about equal proportions by the poor and the rich.
